The Montague Board of Health wants to have a discussion on record regarding the

Kindermorgan pipeline.

a) See attached documentation regarding the pipeline — provided by Kindermorgan at the
BOS meeting — April 7, 2014.
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Kindermorgan is proposing putting a gas line through town which would cut through 18 properties and the
Montague plains area and around Lake Pleasant. On a state level the BOH organizations have not brought this
up or taken a stand on this issue. Chapter 164 allows DPU authorizes Kindermorgan to survey land before
taking it for eminent domain. Section 75 gives towns some leeway to reject if the health and welfare of the
residents is in jeopardy.

Al Cummings motioned to have the Montague Board of Health be on record as being opposed the Kindermorgan pipeline
going through the town of Montague. Seconded by, Christopher Boutwell. Motion passes.

Michael Nelson motioned to have Gina McNeely draft a letter to the Turners Falls Water Department to reconsider and
revoke the previous permission given to Kindermorgan to survey land in the Turners Falls Water District. Seconded by,
Al Cummings. Motion passes.

Michael Nelson motioned to amend the previous motion to authorize the BOH Chair to sign a letter that Gina McNeely
drafts for the Turners Falls Water Department to reconsider and revoke the previous permission given to Kindermorgan
to survey land in the Turners Falls Water District.
